Council to hear plan

Some men bail out of airplanes and 
some men play professional football 
Dr. Rod Hamer practices medicine full­ 
time in an emergency room — in this 
case the emergency room (E R ) of the 
Lompoc District Hospital. 
His style of daring began in 1973 when 
he sold the hospital administration on 
the idea of changing the operation of its 
ER and gave up his over 12-year-old 
private practice in town — to the 
disappointment and, in some instances, 
anger of his patients. 
“ I could never go back to an office. 
It’s too dull,” the 42-year-old Boston- 
born physician remarked recently. 
Dr. Hamer’s idea was to operate the 
ER with a permanent staff of physicians 
instead of manning it, as it was, under a 
rotation system that involved all of the 
city’s doctors. Most of them viewed the 
»duty as “ a pain.” 
Reasons for this sentiment included 
such facts that it took time away from 
their private practice, was devoid of the 
ongoing 
doctor-patient 
relationship, 
and was prone to greater malpractice 
suits (which Dr. Hamer believes is 
untrue.) 
But the biggest reason is the same 
reason the majority of U.S. doctors 
dread ER service. “ Most doctors don’t 
feel comfortable in emergencies,” Dr. 
Hamer explained. 


He cited an interesting survey taken 
by “ Emergency Medicine” journal.

Less than 24 hours later, Randal Holt, 
16, of 432 South A St., suffered head and 
other injuries in a fall from another 
nearby spot on the Falls. He was listed 
in satisfactory condition today in Goleta 
Valley Hospital. 
Miss Warren’s death was the first 
official death to occur at the Falls, but 
Wheeler said there have been 12 serious 
injury accidents since 1970 and he said 
he believes two of those died later from 
their injuries. 
The County of Santa Barbara owns 
Nojoqui Park, but leases the area 
around the Falls. Wheeler said the top 
and bottom areas around the Falls are 
well posted, but that youngsters climb in 
restricted areas anyway.

PHNOM PENH (U P I) — Government 
defense lines crumbled on the western 
edge of Phom Penh today and rebel 
forces pushed through the outskirts to 
the edge of the inner city itself. Fall of 
Phnom Penh appeared imminent 
(Radio Phnom Penh monitored in 
Saigon tonight said the Communists also 
broke through the outer defense line on 
the northern perimeter and fought to 
within “ several hundred” yards of the 
French Embassy in the heart of Phnom 
Penh 
(Just north of the French embassy is 
an armored squadron headquarters but 
there was no indication on the radio 
report whether the camp itself was 
attacked.) 
U PI 
Cambodian 
newsmen 
said 
insurgents on the western defense line 
slipped in behind government defenders, 
infiltrated refugee slums and set them 
on fire, sending thousands of refugees 
fleeing to the uncertain safety of the 
city’s 
center. 
Unconfirmed reports said government 
artillerymen turned their guns toward 
the city and joined rebel forces in heavy 
shelling barrages as the end neared A 
dissident Cambodian air force pilot, Lt. 
Khieu Yossavat, bombed — and missed 
—the high command headquarters in 
downtown Phnom Penh 


Radio Phnom Penh appealed for calm, 
said that American aid would arrive 
soon by parachute and broadcast such 
stirring music as “ Marching Through 
Georgia” and “ Old Folks at Home.’’. 


The Khmer Rouge insurgents cut the 
road between Phnom Penh and the 
airport and opened heavy artillery 
attacks on government defense positions 
and an army headquarters in the 
western part of the city. 


Authorities clamped a 24-hour curfew 
on Phnom Penh.

between 
Pochentong airport and Phnom Penh, a 
distance of only four miles, UPI 
newsmen at the scene reported 


Fleeing refugees from suburban Kauk 
Khlieng, a placid rice-growing village in 
peaceful days, said the insurgents killed 
10 villagers and abducted onethird of the 
population. How many persons lived m 
Kauk Khlieng was not known. 


The advancing offensive by the rebels 
effectively closed the Phnom Penh 
airport even to most military flights. A 
U PI photographer said only helicopters 
flew in suport of government troops 
trying desperately to plug the holes in 
the city perimeter.

Another appealing aspect of 
permanent E.R. duty is that he 
isn’t on call 24 hours a day, 
everyday, as are doctors with 
private practices 
When he began his private 
practice it was flattering for 
people to rely on him It was 
ego boosting, he described. 
“ But,” continued the father 
of four, ‘‘it got to a saturation 
point after 10 years and I got to 
resent not doing my own things 
and things with my family The 
kids were understanding, but I 
knew they mentioned me not 
being around to my wile ” 


Now he has the free time to 
satisfy his “ other needs as a 
person ” 
Ken 
W icks, 
hospital 
administrator, feels that it was 
“ very 
definitely” 
a 
wise 
decision to change the E.R 
operation 


He 
reported, 
“ Since 
Dr 
Hamer 
took 
over, 
I 
get 
relatively no complaints at all 
from doctors, the public and 
anyone else who has anything 
to do with the emergency 
room. Prior to this, it was a 
real sore spot.” 
The public, according to Dr. 
Hamer, 
is 
getting 
better 
medical 
care 
because 
the 
doctors who are in the E.R 
want to be there and are really 
specialists 
in 
emergency 
m edicine, 
though 
this 
speciality is not an official one 
in medicine today. 
Dr. Hamer thinks it will be in 
five to 10 years. 
For example, a 1971 Time 
magazine 
article 
stated, 
“ ...hospitals are seeking to 
improve 
care 
by 
training 
doctors specifically to treat 
acute 
situations. 
The 
2000 
member American Association 
of 
E m e rg e n c y 
Room 
Physicians has been pressing to 
make emergency medicine a 
recognized sub-speciality. USC 
has 
taken 
a 
step 
in this 
direction by becoming one of 
the first schools in the country 
to set up a department of 
emergency medicine.” 
With the better care and 
efficiency of a permanent staff 
of E .R doctors, comes quicker 
medical attention for patients. 
Dr. Hamer recently completed 


a survey, based on patient 
charts in July, which showed 
that the average visit of a 
person who comes to the E.R. 
for treatment is 53 minutes 
“ Compared to around the 
country,” 
he 
commented, 
“ that is awfully good.” 
He is sure that that time has 
improved since July 
Two common criticisms of 
the E.R. are the time spent for 
treatment and cost of that 
treatment. 
Dr. 
Hamer 
addressed the complaints as 
they relate to Lompoc's E.R 
He cited small and crowded 
E.R. quarters, a shortage of x- 
ray 
equipment 
and 
an 
undersized x-ray room, and the 
fact that patients are seen in 
order of need, not appearance, 
as the reasons people are not 
seen instantly by a doctor 
The small quarters problem 
will be eliminated later this 
year if the E.R. takes over the 
hospital’s pediatrics unit when 
this care is shifted to a nursing 
home now under construction 
on North 3rd Street. It depends, 
he said, if any funds are left 
over from the nursing home 
construction project. 
Presently, 
the 
small 
radiology 
department 
is 
equipped 
with 
two 
x-ray 
machines. Four are needed, 
especially when the hospital is 
busy 
“ A lot of our waiting is 
because of the x-ray room 
problems.” pointed out the 
doctor. “ With four machines. 
That’ll relieve a lot of our 
problems even if we have to 
stay where we are,” he said 
The 
time 
patients 
spend 
waiting for treatment seldom 
has anything to do with the 
number of doctors and nurses 
on duty.

Concerning treatment cost, 
Dr. Hamer began, “Our rates 
are probably the lowest in the 
state ” 
The reason E.R. rates are 
not as low as people would like 
is because of the high cost of 
operating an E.R. 24 hours a 
day 
High 
m alpractice 
insurance 
costs 
contribute 
significantly to the costs and so 
does the “ over utilization” of 
the E R by people who come in 
for minor reasons 
“ Between 1965 and 1970,” the

Paris accords, and we were 
assured at the time by the 
secretary of state that there

understandings.”

response to Jackson's 
original charges last week, 
White House spokesmen said 
Nixon had “ confidential ex­ 
changes’’ with Thieu in which 
he merely restated public U.S.

attraction on the USC campus 
The Richard Nixon Founda­ 
tion, 
a 
privately organized 
group created to develop a 
Richard M Nixon Library and 
Museum, received court per­ 
mission last week to formally 
disolve. 
Assests from the foundation, 
including files, records, office 
furniture and tapes of reminis­ 
cences from Nixon’s acquaint­ 
ances and about $2,000, were 
turned 
over 
to 
W hittier 
College, Nixon’s alma mater. 
Since 
Nixon’s 
resignation 
from office, new legislation 
gives the federal government 
ownership of presidential pa­ 
pers and tapes. Nixon’s attor­ 
neys 
were 
challenging 
the 
constitutionality of the law and 
the Nixon papers remained in 
Washington, D C. 
Nixon presently has control 
over 
his 
pre-presidential 
papers only.

Anthony Tripi, public infor­ 
mation officer for the Depart­ 
ment of Health Services, said 


the children, ranging m age 
from 2 months to 9 years, were 
taken to eight county hospitals 
where they were treated for 
malnutrition, 
dehydration, 
diarrhea, lice, skin diseases 
and pneumonia The 9-year-old 
hoy was a possible tuberculosis 
case, Tripi said. 


Of the three seriously ill 
children, he said, an 18-month- 
old boy suffered malnutrition, 
skin 
diseases 
and 
an 
eye 
problem, an 11-month-old girl 
had possible pneumonia and a 
9-year-old boy had measles and 
pneumonia 
All the children were expect­ 
ed to live. Tripi added. 


According 
to 
Tripi, 
upon 
release from the hospital, the 
children are to be taken to the 
Long 
Beach 
naval 
facility, 
which has been turned into a 
giant nursery to care for the 
orphans. It was not known 
whether any of the hospitalized 
children already had adoptive 
parents. 


Actor Larry Parks, star 
of 'Jolson Story,' dies

Larry Parks, the non-singing 
lead in “ The Jolson Story” who 
rocked Hollywood in 1951 when 
he admitted having been a 
member of the Communist 
Party, died Sunday in his home 
of an apparent heart attack. He 
was 60. 


Parks made headlines m 1951 
when he became the first 
movie 
star 
to 
adm it 
Communist Party membership 
in testimony before the House 
Un-Am erican 
Activities 
Committee. 
He 
admitted 
having been a party member 
from 1941 to 1945, and named 
others in the motion picture 
business who had also been 
members. 
His big break came when he 
captured the title role in the 
biographical 
musical, 
“ The 
Jolson Story,” for which he was 
nominated for an Academy 
Award. A1 Jolson sang the 
songs the Parks lip-synched on 
film. 
Parks’ 
confession on 
the 
heels of the film ’s equally 
successful 
sequel, 
“ Jolson 
Sings Again,” plummeted the 
rising 
star’s 
career 
into 
obscurity. 


He turned to business and 
real estate, but never really 
gave up show business.

With an income of $8,600 a 
year, Jones is well out of the 
poverty class But his fellow 
taxpayers are paying part of 
his grocery bill under a rapidly 
expanding food stamp program 
which most Americans once 
viewed as help for the bone 
poor and hungry 
The Jones family is not real 
—it’s a statistical example to 
show how many people who 
don’t regard themselves as 
“ welfare 
cases” 
may 
be 
eligible for federal help with 
food bills. 
Real 
families 
have 
been 
swelling food stamp rolls in the 
past year. By February, 18 4 
million Americans got stamps. 
By June. Agriculture Depart­ 
ment experts estimate a 20 8 
million 
total 
—about 
one 
person in 10. 
Other experts estimate mil­ 
lions more may he eligible. 
To get into the program, 
Jones would have to show local 
officials who handle certifica­ 
tions that he had less than 
$1,500 in cash, property and 
other resources. 
Most of the things usually 
considered property are not 
counted 
Jones owns a mortgaged 
house worth about $40,000 But 
the family home is not a 
“ resource” 
for food 
stamp 
purposes. Neither is the family 
clothing, furniture, jewelry like 
the $500 diamond ring Mrs. 
Jones inherited, the cash value 
of Jones’ insurance, his 1973 
car, the family freezer and 
color TV. 
Assets that count include $300 
m a savings hank, $400 in 
savings bonds, and a second car 
valued at $600, which must be 
counted 
as 
a 
“ resource” 
because it’s not used to get to 
work. The $1,300 total means 
the Jones family clears the 
first hurdle. 
Income-producing 
property 
and “ tools of a trade” don’t 
count either. 
, 
Since the Joneses are not in 
the automatically eligible wel­ 
fare class, their income also 
must be low enough This, too, 
looks impossible. Gross income 
is $800 a month while the 
eligibility ceiling for a family 
of four is $513. 
The 
$513, 
however, 
is 
“ adjusted 
net 
incom e,’’ 
reached after a long list of 
specific deductions. 
From the $800 gross, Jones 
subtracts the $128.20 taken out 
of 
his 
monthly 
check 
for 
federal 
income 
and 
Social 
Security 
taxes. 
Then 
he 
subtracts 
another 
$25 
for 
pension payments and union 
dues. 
All 
such “ mandatory 
deductions,” including state or 
local income taxes and even 
some types of garnishments, 
are ignored. This brings the net 
to $646 80 
At 
this 
point 
a 
“ work 
allowance” covers things like 
commuting costs and meals 
away from home during work. 
It’s 10 per cent of gross income 
with a ceiling of $30 a month 
Jones takes off $30. bringing his 
net to $616.40. 
If medical bills run over $10 a 
month, including health insur­ 
ance 
prem ium s, 
there’s 
another deduction. In this case, 
assume costs of $40 a month, 
making the net $576,80. 
After that, deductions are 
allowed for some educational 
expenses or child care if that’s 
necessary to allow an adult to 
work Let’s assume they pay 
$25 
a 
month 
for 
private 
kindergarten fees, making the 
adjusted figure $551.80 
If 
“ Jones” 
made 
court- 
ordered support or alimony 
payments, he also could deduct 
those 
And finally, the rules allow a 
deduction 
of 
shelter 
costs 
which exceed 30 per cent of 
income 
after 
all 
other 
deductions. In this hypothetical 
case, it would be 30 per cent of 
$551.80, or $166. The Jones’ bills 
for mortgage principal and in­ 
terest, real estate taxes, water, 
sewage, 
utilities 
and 
one 
telephone might add up to $266 
a month The difference is a 
$100 deduction. 
That 
brings 
Jones’ 
$800 
monthly income to an “ adjust­ 
ed net” of $451 80 —under the 
$513 eligibility ceiling for a 
family of four.

hemorrhage 30 years ago 
Within a few weeks she set 
down her own account. Now 
she has made it available to 
UPI. At her “ little retreat,” a 
sprawling 
one-story 
ranch 
house 
in 
this 
Long 
Island 
community, Mrs 
Shoumatoff 
talked again of the events. 
On that bright, April day, 
Roosevelt 
turned 
to 
Mrs 
Shoumatoff, who was painting 
his portrait, and said, “ Well, 
we’ve got 15 more minutes to 
work.” 
“ As I remember, those were 
the last words he spoke,’ Mrs. 
Shoumatoff said 
She was painting Roosevelt 
for 
the 
second 
time. 
The 
portrait, never finished, now 
hangs 
in 
the 
President's 
Georgia cottage. 
Lunch was about to be served 
when suddenly, said the artist, 
Roosevelt “ raised his right 
hand and passed it over his 
forehead several tunes, in a 
strange jerky way and without 
emitting a sound, his head 
bending slightly forward ... The 
President had collapsed uncon­ 
scious in his arm chair.” 
The Russian-born artist, now 
86 and long a U.S. citizen, 
talked 
once 
with 
reporters 
immediately after Roosevelt's 
death 
In 1970, she was the 
mam speaker during ceremo 
mes at The Little White House, 
the 
P resid en t’s 
G eorgia 
retreat, now a national shrine 
Her 
written 
account 
and 
some of her comments during 
our interview . 
“ As I begin describing that 
day...I feel a great responsibili­ 
ty 
to 
tell 
exactly 
what 
happened 
In the many later 
accounts, 
there 
were 
some 
discrepancies. 
“ But after all, there were 
only three other people in the 
room when the President was 
stricken. 


“ I’m glad that I wrote it all 
down. 
My brother 
Andrey 
I v a n o f f 
w a s 
t he 
one 
particularly who urged me to 
do it. 


“ I was in no mood to paint 
that morning, even though I 
knew that the condition of my 
brother was improving (he had 
had a heart attack I... 
“ When at the appointed hour, 
I went to The Little White 
House, 
the 
President 
was 
seated signing papers that Mr. 
Hassett 
(Will 
Hassett, 
his 
secretary) was placing before 
him 
“ 1 was so unwilling to paint 
that 
I 
suggested 
to 
the 
President that if he was so 
busy, we could postpone the 
sitting until tomorrow .. To my 
suggestion, the President said, 
‘Oh, no, I’ll be through in a few 
minutes and I’ll be ready for 
you.’ 


“ He looked cheerful and full 
of pep... 


“ Rather reluctantly 
1 re­ 
turned 
to 
the 
cottage 
and 
picked up my easel and paint 
box. When I cam e back, Mr. 
Hassett was standing waiting 
for the ... signed papers to dry. 
They were all over the room, 
on every chair and table, his 
‘laundry’ 
as 
the 
President 
called it, and laughed heartily. 


“ I established my easel near 
the open door to the porch with 
the light to my left and the 
table with my paints and a 
glass of water to my right. 


“ Had I only known how all 
this would be in my way a short 
while later! The President was 
a l r e a d y 
s e a t e d 
on 
the 
designated spot with a card 
table before him, covered with 
papers, 
mail 
that 
he 
was 


planning to look through. 
“ As I started mixing my 
paints, I looked very carefully 
at his face I was struck by his 
exceptionally good color. That 
gray 
look 
had disappeared 
(Roosevelt had returned from 
the Yalta Conference so ill he 
had to deliver his report to 
Congress sitting down.) 
“ Later on, I was told by 
doctors that this was caused by 
the approaching cerebral he­ 
morrhage Much later on when 
1 visited Lizzie, the maid, in 
Atlanta, she told me that the 
President was in a very good 
mood that morning 
“ When he was having break­ 
fast, he'd heard laughter from 
the pantry and asked what it 
was all about. Apparently, the 
Filipino butler had overheard 
the story I’d told the night

It was a ghost story 
about reincarnation.

President heard about it, he 
had a hearty laugh himself.

intense speed with Lucy (Mrs. 
Lucy Mercer Rutherford, a 
longtime friend of FD R ) and 
Margaret (M argaret Suckley, a 
cousin of the President) sitting 
on the sofa at the other end of 
the room, talking and some­ 
times 
exchanging 
rem arks 
with FDR I began putting on 
the first layers of paint and 
started as usual with the eyes. 
“ ...In a little while the eyes 
were placed and the fam iliar 
expression began to show. 
“ But it was not quite the look 
I was accustomed during the 
last few days. The President 
seemed 
so 
absorbed 
with 
papers and something else ... 
that as he would look up at my 
request, his gaze had a faraway 
aspect 
and 
was completely 
solemn He brightened up when 
several times rem arks were 
exchanged 
about 
the 
after­ 
noon’s activities between Lucy 
and M argaret... 
(The Filipino butler entered 
and began setting the table. > 
“The president glanced at 
me and said, ‘Well, we’ve got 
15 minutes more to work. 
“ As I remember, those were 
the last words he uttered. After 
that, he became increasingly 
absorbed with his papers. 
“ Not wishing to disturb him, 
after that I continued to paint 
the upper part of his face near 
the hairline. 
“ Suddenly he raised his right 
hand 
and 
passed 
over 
his 
forehead several times, in a 
strange jerky way and without 
emitting a sound, his head 
bending slightly forward. 
“ 1 had never heard him say 
anything about his having a 
headache The girls sitting on 
the sofa ... were completely 
oblivious to what was hap­ 
pening.”

Shoumatoff 
recalled 
calling, "Lucy, Lucy! Some­ 
thing terrible has happened!” 
“ Within seconds, Lucy and 
Margaret were on their feet. I 
pushed all my painting to one 
side. 
“ Meanwhile, the President 
had collapsed unconscious in 
his armchair. 
“ Call the doctor, quick, ” 
somebody said. 
“ I ran outside where all the 
cars with the Secret Service 
men were usually stationed. 
But it was lunch hour and only

Call 
the doctor,’ I cried The guard 
did not seem to understand. I 
repeated my plea and ran back.

“The three of us got into my 
car. 1 took the wheel and hardly 
seeing where I was driving, we 
left The Little White House 
under a dark cloud of sorrow 
and distress.” 
On reaching Macon, the three 
women stopped at a hotel so 
Mrs. 
Rutherford 
could call 
home to Aiken and also to 
Warm Springs. 
The artist said that getting 
through normal channels to 
Warm Springs was unpossible, 
so she suggested going to a 
hotel on Main Street and asking 
one 
of

operators to try the special

“ I went upstairs, entered the 
telephone office and saw two 
operator girls weeping 
“The 
President is dead,' one of them 
said. 
“ The blunt statement cam e 
like a shock even though I had 
just been in the m idst of it all. 
“ I rushed back to Lucy, who 
was sitting in the lobby waiting 
for me She sat motionless and 
remained utterly silent But the 
expression I saw on her pale 
face was more eloquent than 
words.”

But you must 
remember this was 30 years 
ago.

Mrs. Shoumatoff ended our 
conversation by repeating part 
of an address she gave in Warm 
Springs at the commemoration 
of the 25th anniversary.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
growing 
web 
of 
unrelated 
disclosures, events and allega­ 
tions could cause a reopening of 
the investigation into John F 
Kennedy's assassination 
There’s a spreading stain of 
suspicion that Kennedy might 
have been the victim of a plot 
involving the Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency. It has aroused 
President Ford’s curiosity and 
stirred new excitement among 
advocates of the conspiracy 
theory. 
“If I were a betting man,” 
says trial lawyer Bernard J. 
Fensterwald, “ I’d bet the full 
story will be known within a 
year.” 
“ A year? I’m surprised at 
F e n s t e r w a l d , ” 
said 
Dr 
Richard Popkin, a philosophy 
professor 
at 
Washington 
University in St. Louis. "I'd 
make it six months.” 
Both men believe the new 
findings will provoke the first 
serious re-exam mat ion of the 
Warren Commission’s conclu­ 
sion that Lee Harvey Oswald 
acted 
alone 
as 
Kennedy s 
assassin in Dallas 
President Ford, who was a 
commission member, also ap­ 
p a r e n t l y 
n o t i c e d 
the 
resurgence of interest in the 
circumstances of 
Kennedy’s 
death, particularly when the 
CIA was mentioned 
Some time in March, the 
White House said. Ford looked 
up the precise language of the 
Warren Commission’s findings 
which he had helped write So, 
when he got a surprise question 
about the m atter April 3 at his 
San Diego, Calif, news con­ 
ference, Ford was prepared 
He defended the commis­ 
sion’s “ very carefully drafted 
statement that “ we had found 
no evidence of a conspiracy, 
foreign or dom estic,” but he 
did not dism iss the possibility 
“ So 
far, 
I 
have 
seen 
no 
evidence that would dispute the 
conclusions 
to 
which 
we 
cam e," he said. 
But “ if the facts seem to 
justify 
it,” 
Ford 
said, 
the 
Rockefeller commission and 
the special House and Senate 
committees investigating CIA 
dom estic 
activities 
might 
investigate. 
Fensterwald, a dapper little 
Tennessean whose clients have 
included 
Watergate 
burglar 
Jam es W. 
McCord Jr. and 
Jam es 
Earl 
Ray, 
said 
he 
believes something big is about 
to break in the Kennedy case 
“ I have the sam e feeling I did 
about Watergate, the feeling 
the game was up There’s just 
too much evidence around that 
the 
Warren 
report 
is 
not 
correct, that the CIA and the 
FBI both know a huge amount 
they didn’t tell the Warren 
C o m m i s s i o n , ” 
s a i d 
Fensterwald, who now heads 
the Committee to Investigate 
Assassinations. 
But neither the Rockefeller 
com m ission 
nor 
Congress 
seems to share his sense of 
urgency. 
The executive director of the 
Rockef el l er 
commi s s i on, 
David 
Bellm, 
is 
a 
former 
Warren Commission counsel 
and staunch defender of the 
single-assassin 
argument. 
A 
spokesman said: “ No evidence 
has been submitted to indicate 
any CIA involvement.” 
The Senate committee staff 
has acknowledged it will study 
the question, but only as a 
peripheral CIA issue. 
Fensterwald 
believes 
the 
trigger for what Popkin called 
the "am azingly rapid build-up 
of interest in the Kennedy case 
was disclosure of CIA involve­ 
ment 
in 
assassination plots 
against several foreign heads 
of state, including Cuba's Fidel 
Castro. 
Rep. Henry B. Gonzalez, D- 
Tex., who has called for a new 
inquiry, 
says his suspicions 
were aroused by Watergate 
revelations of CIA activities 
and the Bay of Pigs. 
F o r m e r 
CIA 
official 
George O’Toole said in a new 
book 
that 
a 
“psychological 
stress evaluator,” an improved 
lie 
detector 
measuring 
the 
human voice, showed Oswald 
was telling the truth when he 
told reporters on tape after the 
assassination that “ I didn’t kill 
anybody.” 1

Down and out attempt sale 
of bodies for transplants 


United Press International 
During the Great Depression, 
the down and out sold their 
blood to blood banks to get 
crucial dollars. 
Since 
then, 
doctors 
have 
developed transplant surgery, 
but economists still haven't 
figured out a sure-fire cure for 
an ailing economy 
So, today, with the nation in 
the grips of recession, some of 
the unemployed are offering to 
sell their bodies piecemeal to 
climb out of financial difficul­ 
ties. 
An 
out-of-work 
Pittsburgh 
trucker offered a kidney for 
sale, an unemployed factory 
worker in Miami offered to sell 
an eye or a kidney and a jobless 
Georgia electrician is making 
the sam e offer. Blood banks 
and plasma banks that offer 
money to donors are doing a 
booming business. 
But while the blood banks ate 
glad to get the blood, even if 
they have to pay for it, doctors 
and 
surgeons are 
rejecting 
offers of organs for cash. 
Robert Nuzum. 26, an unem­ 
ployed Pittsburgh truck driver 
saddled with $4,700 in debts, 
advertised to sell one of his 
kidneys to get out of debt 
Harold Jacobs of PhUlipstown. 
111., decided to take him up on 
the offer. 
But the deal was nixed by Dr 
Keith Hruska, who heads the 
kidney 
treatment center at 


Barnes Hospital in St Louis, 
Mo 
“ It’s really weird,” Hruska 
said of the proposed sale. “ I 
guess it’s just a reflection of 
the 
current 
state 
of 
the 
economy in this country. ” 
Both Jacobs and Nuzum were 
disappointed. 
“I think it stinks,” Nuzum 
said after returning to Pitts­ 
burgh following Hruska’s refus­ 
al to consider him as a kidney 
donor "Why does that doctor 
have the right to run other 
peoples' lives?" 
Nuzum said he was consider­ 
ing donating the kidney. * 
Transplant 
organs 
usually 
are 
taken 
from 
cadavers, 
though 
m em bers 
of 
the 
patient’s 
immediate 
family 
sometimes are asked to serve 
as donors in kidney transplant 
cases Eye corneas, used for 
transplant 
surgery 
to 
cure 
blindness, also are taken from 
cadavers. 
A number of persons have 
offered to sell their kidneys or 
corneas, though no such sales 
have been finalized 
Roland Siders. jobless for 
more than two months, has 
offered to sell an eye or one of 
his kidneys to pay his debts, 
avoid bankruptcy and stay off 
welfare. 
“I’m not going to declare 
bankruptcy I can’t do it that 
w ay," he said. “There must be 
somebody who needs an eye or 


a kidney. I’m not asking a large 
sum —just something to help 
pay these debts." 
His wife, who holds a $106-a- 
week job, is opposed to the 
proposal 
But Siders insists 
that he's never been on welfare 
and never will be. and if that 
means having one less eye or 
one less kidney, they’re on the 
auction block. 
Aaron Rowe, 39, a Dalton. 
Ga , electrician laid off since 
December, says he’s at "the 
end of my rope" and has 
offered to sell an eye or a 
kidney for $10.000 
But all doctors and hospitals 
surveyed by UPI have ex­

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI> - 
An adoption agency official 
says some of the Vietnamese 
orphans airlifted to the United 
States actually are children of 
political and military officials 
who may have paid bribes to 
get their offspring out of the

How the children got aboard 
U.S. transports flying orphans 
from war-torn Vietnam was not 
clear, but bribes may have 
been involved, said Maria Eitz. 
an official of Friends for All 
Children which has sponsored 
most of the orphan flights 
More than 800 children have 
been brought from Saigon to

CONCORD, Mass. (UPIi - 
The welcome mat is out for the

Red rockets no longer force 
orphans to live in tunnel 


FT BENNING, Ga ( U P I ) - 
The rockets can no longer 
disturb the sleep of Vu Tien 
Phung, 10, or force Ha Mai 
Khoi, 9, to live in a tunnel. 
Phung, Khoi and dozens of 
other Vietnam orphans fro­ 
licked in an American school­ 
yard on this big U.S. Army 
infantry base Sunday 
It was the first first full day 
in their new homeland for the 
173 children, most of them 
from the An Loc orphanage in 
Saigon founded by the late Dr. 
Tom Dooley in 1954. 
They had been evacuated 
from Saigon during the week­ 
end in the Operation Babylift 
ordered by President Ford. 
Phung’s legs were maimed 
by a Viet Cong rocket years 
ago. 
He kept up with his 
playmates by crawling around 
on his feet and hands. 
He told an interpreter rocket 
fire near Saigon had kept him 
awake at the orphanage. 
“We were afraid we would 
have to run," the boy said. 
Most of the orphans will be 
picked up here by their foster 
parents within the next two 
weeks, but young Khoi started 
life in his new home Sunday, 


moving in with his aunt, Hoa 
Newsome, and her husband, 
Bill, an electrical engineer at 
nearby Columbus 
“He is really happy to be 
here,” said Mrs 
Newsome. 
“He couldn’t sleep in Vietnam 
because of the rockets. He 
spent much time in a tunnel ” 
“They really didn’t have a 
life there,” said Bill Newsome, 
who met his wife while in 
Vietnam. “All they could look 
forward to was more sickness 


and more 
war. 
That's all 
they’ve ever known.” 
Mrs. 
Betty 
Tisdale, 
the 
Columbus pediatrician's wife 
who organized the massive 
airlift, was on the phone for 
hours trying to keep track of 25 
children who were left behind 
in California Saturday because 
of illness 
A private organization estab­ 
lished by Mrs. Tisdale, An Loc 
Orphanage 
Inc., 
paid 
the 
820,000 air fare from California 


to 
Ft. 
Benning, 
and 
her 
husband, Dr. Patrick Tisdale, 
said that charge was covered 
by 
contributions 
from 
Ft. 
Benning area residents last 
week. 


The children will all get 
foster parents soon, according 
to Mrs. Tisdale. 


They spent their first night in 
the

in

abandoned kindergarten build­ 
ing on the base.

DALLAS (UPIi — Service 
station owner Willie Jackson 
feels he has the perfect night 
security guard —it’s about 6-0, 
60 pounds, and costs very little 
to feed and house 
Ten months ago, Jackson's 
station averaged two break-ins 
a month. Since he put his baby 
boa constrictor Tony to work,

“A snake is the only thing 
I’ve found that will keep them 
from coming in here," Jackson 
said.

“They can see a dog but they 
can't see him. He sure could do 
a little bit of damage.” 
The 15-month old snake eats 
four big rats a week —about 
$2.50 worth —and he swallows 
them whole. 
“He'll be 21 feet long and 
weigh 300 pounds when he gets 
grown in about three years,” 
Jackson said. “Then he'll eat a 
whole hog or goat, but that’s all 
he needs for a whole year.” 
Jackson posted a “beware — 
bad dog" sign on the door of his 
station to warn burglars They 
can 
get 
the 
idea 
better, 
however, by watching Jackson 


wait on cars with the huge 
green 
and 
brown 
reptile 
wrapped around his neck. 


“1 don’t think it’s against the 
law when you got a sign,” 
Jackson said. “A boa is not 
poison. He’ll bite you 
He’ll 
squeeze you to death —break 
every bone in your body —then 
swallow you.” 


In the mornings, after a 
night's work, Tony waits for 
Jackson near the door.

HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) - 
There is one important 
difference between Michael 
Landon and the real-life 
character of Charles Ingalls 
which he plays on the NBC 
series, Little House on the 
Prairie. 
“ Ingalls had a beard in real 
life,” Landon says 
“ But I 
don’t. The problem is that I 
can’t grow a beard — it just 
looks like stubble. I wasn't go­ 
ing to play the part for six 
months with a beard glued to 
my face so I decided to play 
him clean-shaven.’’ 
Other than that, Landon is 
trying to keep the show as true 
to the original “ Ijttle House“ 
books by Ingalls’ daughter, 
Laura Ingalls Wilder, as possi­ 
ble.

allowance,

The oil depletion allowance 
has been in existence for some 
40 or 50 years, 
and was 
designed to compensate oil 
companies, or those 
from 
whom oil companies lease 
land, for the depletion of a 
finite resource. Secondarily, 
the 
savings 
to 
the 
oil 
companies 
which 
resulted 
from the depletion allowance 
were supposed to go toward 
e x p l o r a t i o n 
for 
and 
development 
of 
new 
oil. 
Companies or lessors have 
been able, under the depletion 
allowance, to deduct 22 per 


cent of their gross income 
from 
oil 
production 
in 
computing tax liabilities. 
Reasoning that the huge 
profits 
enjoyed 
by 
oil 
companies in recent years 
must 
certainly 
give 
those 
companies ample funds with 
which to pay dividends and 
explore for oil, our state and 
federal legislators have been 
pushing for a repeal of the 
depletion allowance. At the 
federal level, a phase-out was 
begun with the signing of 
President Ford’s tax rebate 
legislation. 
A 
bill 
is now 
moving forward at the state 
level as well. 
We 
a p p r e c i a t e 
and 
understand the goals of our 
representatives 
and 
their 
work. We also recognize that 
w h a t e v e r 
t h e y 
ma y 
accomplish toward ending the 
oil depletion allowance will be 
short-lived if measured from 
the point of view of the 
consumer. 


There 
are 
two 
basic 
principles 
by 
which 
this 
country operates. One is that 


business is in business to 
make a profit. The other is 
that government is in business 
as a result of that profit. If the 
profits of an industry as large 
and vital as the oil industry 
are reduced, they must be 
restored somehow, and higher 
prices 
at 
the 
pump 
has 
traditionally been the method 
employed. So the consumer 
will pay and business will go 
on as usual. 
But what of the taxes we 
might save as a result of the 
additional dollar flow into 
government coffers when that 
22 
per 
cent 
deduction 
is 
terminated? At best, we will 
see a maintenance of taxes at 
their 
present 
levels 
for 
several years, and then the 
gradual rise will continue. At 
worst, the monies garnered by 
endi ng 
the 
de pl e t i o n 
al lowance 
will 
simply 
d i s a p p e a r 
into 
the 
bureaucracy and that business 
will go on as usual as well. 
And so, for the consumer, 
the circumstance stays the

On the collapse 


There isn’t anything we can do, at this 
point, to reverse the situation in South 
Vietnam. What we could do is stop 
talking about the causes of the South 
Vietnamese defeat in all those nice 
form ulations 
whose 
common 
denominator is that it wasn’t our fault. 
In preference to taking any such pledge, 
the columnists for the New York Times 
would prefer atom bombing Hanoi. 


It won’t help in the case of South 
Vietnam, but the following points should 
be made, for future reference: 
1. 
The 
so-called 
“will to resist” is a 
hugely 
exaggerated 
factor in assessing a 
nation’s disposition to 
resist aggression. I 
assume, for instance, 
that the m etri^litan 
population 
of 
New 
York 
City 
deeply 
desires to resist thie 
city’s 
murderers, 
rapists, robbers, and 
muggers, but every 
year the statistics show with great 
plainness that the underworld is in more 
or less effective charge By this 1 mean 
that every year the odds improve for 
those who desire to murder, rob, rape, 
or mug. 
2. The principal question to ask isn’t 
whether a population has the will to 
resist its marauders, but whether it has 
the means and the organization. There is 
no more eloquent testimony than the 


lengths the refugees have gone to avoid 
co-existence with the enemy from the 
north on the point of what the South 
Vietnamese 
population 
desires. 
It 
desires to keep the enemy away. We all 
took it for granted that the people who 
inhabited 
the 
Lowlands, 
and 
the 
Republic of France, had the “will” to 
resist the armies of Adolph Hitler. But 
they contained Hitler less successfully, 
over a shorter period of time, than South 
Vietnam contained North Vietnam. And 
if, say in the summer of 1941, the United 
States had decided to end all aid to 
England and the Soviet Union, there Is 
every reason to suppose that Hitler 
would 
have occupied 
London 
and 
Moscow. Thieu never had the means to 
carry the offensive into North Vietnam. 
We do not know how it would have gone 
if he had had those means. It may well 
be that the South Vietnamese people, 
being a pacific breed, would have fought 
poorly that far away from home. This a 
commendable, not disdainful, national 
trait. 
3. 
The best organization of a military 
machine is done by the leader who is 
without human scruple. The history 
books are ever so fond of talking about 
the 
“corruption” 
that 
surrounded 
Chiang Kai-shek. There is no doubt that 
it did, as there is no doubt that he 
cavill^ at certain means of eliminating 
corruption. 
The courts of New York City could 
exhibit their will to reduce the criminal 
element in New York quite readily. All 
it requires is that you shoot everybody 


you catch stealing It is quite literally 
that 
simple. 
Thieu’s toleration of 
corruption has earned him the contempt 
of many American peacocks of civic 
righteousness. One wonders whether 
they would have admired him more if he 
dealt with corruption the way they deal 
with it in North Vietnam, or China’ A 
country that loses a war against an 
enemy that fights like Genghis Khan 
deserves something closer to sympathy, 
than contempt. 
4. The combination of ruthlessness 
and audacity is powerful. Cortes brought 
with him to Mexico 508 soldiers, 100 
seamen, 16 horses, ten bronze guns, four 
.falconettes, 
and 
13 shotguns, 
and 
conquered an empire of brave, but 
easygoing 
people. 
The 
North 
Vietnamese, day by day, developed an 
arms edge over the South Vietnamese 
and calmly constructed great super­ 
highways down which to parade the 
unlimited supply of tanks showered on 
them by Moscow and Peking even as 
Congress slowly closed the faucet 
For every observable sin committed 
by Thieu, the leaders of the Third 
Republic in France committed a dozen 
But it takes a special sort of callousness 
to say that a failure to develop the 
characteristics appropriate to resisting 
Genghis Khan merit life under Hitler, 
which is the kind of life towards which 
the South Vietnamese are now headed. 
5. We are entitled to conclude that the 
North Vietnamese did indeed fight as 
bravely and as tenaciously as Hitler’s 
soldiers. 


Common ground by Steve La Rue 
Tough old globe 


The world is full of surprises ancH, 
according to Dr John Me Ketta, the 
biggest 
modern 
surprise 
for 
environmentalists is that we’re going to 
live after all. 
We are not on the brink of an 
ecological disaster, says the chemical 
engineer 
m 
The Johnson 
Drillers 
Journal, the world’s oxygen is not 
disappearing and there will be no 
poisonous buildup of carbon monoxide in 
the atmosphere to choke us. 
Me Ketta, who 
is 
chairman 
of 
the 
National Air Quality 
Management 
Com­ 
mittee of the National 
Academy of Science, 
collided with some of 
the environmentalists’ 
gravest 
concerns 
headlong and came 
away 
smiling. 
And 
some 
of 
his 
conclusions let you 
breathe easier. 
For example. Me Ketta says that the 
idea that plants produce the oxygen we 
breathe is a fraud. Plants do, of course, 
give off oxygen during their lifetimes. 
But they also absorb the same amount of 
oxygen from the atmosphere when they 
are eaten, burned or allowed to decay 
after death. In other words, the net 
oxygen gain to the atmosphere through 
plant 
photosynthesis 
is 
practically 
nothing, Me Ketta says. Scientists, he 
adds, have overwhelming evidence that 
plants could not have produced the 
amount of oxygen now present in the 
world. 
Science, he continues, now believes 
that high energy rays from the sun and 
space may create this oxygen in the 
up[)er atmosphere by reacting with 
water vapor. 
If every living plant on the earth were 
killed, Me Ketta concludes — and this 
apparently includes the plankton in the 
seas as well — the concentration of the 
globe’s oxygen would decline by less 
than one per cent. 
‘ 
His 
conclusion: 
that 
oxygen 
is 
probably virtually limitless, no matter 
what we do. 
Most of the pollution in the earth today 
would be here even if man were not, 
Me Ketta proclaims. He cites as a 
startling example, the calculations of 
the 
late 
Dr. 
William 
Pecora, 
undersecretary of the Interior. Pecora 
tabulated that all of the air pollution 
generated by man in his brief but noisy 
career on earth so far does not equal the 
tons of particle matter and the oceans of 
noxious gases belched from just three 
historic volcanoes: Krakatoa, near Java 


(1883), Mt Katami, Alaska (1912) and 
Hekla. Iceland (1947). 
Some 93 per cent of the Carbon 
Monoxide (CO), a gas that has received 
extremely bad press and been known as 
a killer in enclosed spaces, comes from 
trees and greenery. Me Ketta’s figures 
say. Only seven per cent comes from the 
products of man 
But, unlike some people’s fears, CO is 
not piling up in the atmosphere, 
Me Ketta said. 
The chemist cited 
scientific studies of CO concentrations. 
Since the ratio of automobiles in the 
Northern Hemisphere to the Southern 
Hemisphere is about nine to one, 
researchers assumed that they would 
find about nine times more CO floating 
around above the equator than below. 
Wrong They found about the same 
anwunt everywhere, Me Ketta says, and 
sometimes even found more over the 
ocean than over urban areas. 
A 1971 study at the SUnford Research 
Institute may have provided the answer. 
Experiments on CO concentrations in 
smog chambers revealed that CO 
rapidly disappeared when there was soil 
in the chamber. The reason, it was 
found, was that fungi of the bread mold 
and penicillin types use the odorless, 
tasteless gas in their own metabolism 
and are also sponging up the 270 million 


tons of the poisonous CO gas man adds 
to the air each year and more. CO can 
still be highly dangerous in closed areas, 
Me Ketta warned 
But the chemist 
concluded that the free blowing air of 
the 
planet 
has 
perfectly 
healthy 
amounts of CO and then these amounts 
are not on the increase. 
Likewise, Me Ketta put forth, most of 
the oxides of nitrogen (NOX) in the air 
also come from nature At most three 
per cent are man-made, he quotes 
research as indicating Most of it is 
produced by biological action and 
organic 
decomposition. 
Oxides 
of 
n itrogen, 
when 
trap p ed 
in 
geographically 
confined 
areas 
by 
atmospheric inversion layers, are a 
main component of photo-chemical 
smog — that sickly amber cast that 
stains the skies of Los Angeles 
Man’s production of these gases is 
probably at its most efficient in Los 
Angeles and the inversion layer there 
keeps 
all 
of 
it 
hanging 
around. 
Me Ketta’s point is not that smog 
control devices are not necessary, but 
only that substances like NOX were 
made first by nature, not by man. 
His overriding point is that the world 
as a whole is likely to abide us longer 
than we may think
